In a vety interesting article on the 


subject of "Billion Dollar Congresses," 
in the llliintrcUed American, Congress' 
man Muhlon Pitney, of New Jersey, 
shows that twetity years ago the running 
expenses of the Government were an- 
imtilly cue third of a billion dollars ; but, 
they have been incrensed to half a bil- 
lion doliius notwithstanding reductions 


the paytcont of interest on the public 


elA, arnountinfr to sixty or seventy mil- 


lion dollars por annum, lie showa that 
lor the tea fiscal years from 1877 to 1S86, 
inclusive, the total regular appropria- 
tions ot Congress amounted in round fi|?- 
tirds to $a 019.743,000; and for the fol- 
lowing ten yeais they were $3,427 878,- 
000— an excess of $1,408,000,000, or an 
average annual excess of about $140,000,- 


000. 
The growth of appropriations for 


t.he years mentioned was 09.71 per cent., 
or nearly three times as great as the 
growth of population. As population 
increases in density Hie per capita cost 
of government ought to decrease; but 
Mr, Pitney shows that while it cost 
$1027 for each man, woman cind child 
in the country from 1S77 to 1830, it cost 
T5I- 71 from 1SS7 to 1SU7 — an increase of 
SI 4 47 per capita. The enlarged pension 
payments were the cause of part of this 
excessive increase in expenditure ; but 
excluding pensions theie was an increase 
of .s.'i.ll per capita. 


iff. I'itney attributes this extrava- 


gance largely to the change made in 
1.SS7, which parcelled, out tnn work of the 
Appropriations Committee of the House 
no that the contiol of eight of the four- 
teen great annual appropriation bills 
was lodged in the hands of separate and 
independent committees, thus dividing 
responsibility. In support of this con- 
tention he furnishes the following inter- 
esting table, showing the percentage of 
increase in teu ye.trs:

Tlirongh the kindness ot" a friujicl we 


have in our possession one of a very 
few copies o[ an old historical book— 
"Day's Pennsylvania Historical Collec- 
tions," written in 18-13. 
It contains a 


number of interesting and valuable facts 
connected with the earlier history of 
our Oonnty, which will be read witli in- 
terest by the 
COMIMI.KK'S readers. 
It 


says : 


Adams county was formerly a part of 


Yoik, from which it wne aeparaleJ by the 
Act of 2M Jim. 1800. Length 27 m., 
breadth 24 ; area, 5SS eq. miles. 
Popula- 


tion in 1800, 13,172 ; in 1H10, 15,1.32 ; in 
1S20, 
I!),;i70; in 1SSO, 21,378; iti 1S40, 


23,044. The lofty chain called the South 
.Mountain, sweeps around the northern 
and western 
boundaries, passing into 


Maryland and Virginia under the well- 
known name of the Blue Kidge. The pre- 
vailing rocks of this mountain are the 
massive silicious sandstones of Formation 
I. of the great secondary series, according 
to the classification of the state geologist. 
The old red sandstone alho appears in 
some places. The lower hills and valleys 
which compose the remaindei of the coun- 
ty belong principally to the "middle sec- 
ondary series," composed of blue, red and 
green shales, talcose rocks and gray sand- 
stones. Here and there a, bed of limestone 
has been protruded—a valuable acquisi- 
tion for the neighboring farmers. 
Iron 


ore is found in several localities, and the 
dense forests of the mountain furniah 
abundant* of charcoal for smelting it. 
Copper ore has also been found in some 
places, in the shape of green and blue car- 
bonate, with a little native copper ; but 
the furnace built for smelting it by Mr. 
Thompson m the south western part of the 
county, has been abandoned as unprofita- 


ble. 
There have been occasional rumors 


and surmises of tht> existence of gold and 
silver mines ; but hitherto the most suc- 
cessful mode of obtaining gold in Adams 
county, has been by that peculiar mixture 
of lime and red shale so well known and 
skillfully practised among the German 
farmers during the last fifteen veins. 


Several iron furnaces are or have been 


in operation, among which the Caledonia 
furnace, on the Chamber^burg road, and 
the -Maria furnace, owned by Messrs. 
Stevens and Paxton, in Hamilton Han 
township, are the most piominent. 


The piheious and broken lands of the 


mountains are poorly adapted to agricul- 
tural purposes ; but the rolling olate lands 
in the loiver and middle portions of the 
county furnish some excellent farmt, on 
which there thrives an indiiattinui and 
frugal people. 


There are no navigable streams in the 


county, yet it is well watered, and tisi-tul 
mill seats aro abundant. Hock, Marsh, 
Middle, and Toms creeks, branches of thi> 
Monocasy river, drain the southern and 
middle sections of the connfy, and flow 
into Maryland. 
I.atimore, liermudian, 


and Opossum creeks water the northeast- 
ern section, forming the sources of the 
Conowago creek, which flows through 
York county into the Susqnelianna. 


There are fifteen or twenty well-built 


public bridges, and, in all, about ninety 
miles of excellent turnpike roads. 
A 


track has been graded, ai an expense to 
the state of about $700,000, fora railroad 
from Gettysburg to the Maryland line, in- 
tended to connect with the Baltimore and 
Ohio road ; but the rails have never been 
laid, and the work is now suspended— 
perhaps abandoned. 
This is the road 


which, from its veny circuitous and expen- 
sive character, has been stigmatized by 
some state politicians as "thf Tu/.e-wnrm," 


About the years 17.'3J-fl, a band ot emi- 


grants from Scotland and the north of 
Ireland, more usually known in Pennsyl- 
vania as Scotch-Irish, settled on the "red 
lands" in the southeastern part of York 
county. Not long afterwards, and proba- 
bly about the year 1740, a number of the 
same race made the lirst settlement in 
what is now Adams county, among the 
hills near the sources of Marsh creek. 
At 


that time the limestone lands in the lower 
part of the county, now so valuable in the 
hands of the German fanners, were not 
held in high estimation, on account of the 
scarcity of water, and the Scotch-Irish 
passed them by to select the slate lands, 
with the pure springs and mountain air to 
which they had been accustomed at home. 
These settlers were of the better order of 
peasantry, and brought with them the 
characteristics of their native land. They 
were moral, industrious," and intelligent: 
and for the most part were rigid Presby- 
terian, or "Seceders." They were frugal, 
as the Scotch always are—plain in their 
mode of living, but cordial and hospitable. 
They were universally men of undaunted 
courage and high patriotic feeling ; and 
when the alarm of the revolution first 
rungthroagh the land, it called no truer 
or more willing hearts than those of the 
Scotch-Irish Presbyterians. The manners 
and character of the early settlers have 
been very generally inherited by their de- 
scendants—many of whom still cultivate 
the same farms, worship in the same old 
churches, and hold fast to the rigid and 
venerated "form of sound words" of the 
Presbyterian church. The Scotch rarely 
leave their learning behind them. One of 
the first Latin schools established in the 
state was taught here by an old Scotsman, 
who continued to fill the station for many- 
years. He was succeeded by the Rev. A. 
Dobbin, as we infer from the following 
notice in an old Gettysburg paper of 1804: 
"The students of the Kev. A. Dobbin 
hereby solicit the public to favor them 
with their attendance at the courthouse in 
Gettysburg, where they hope to entertain 
them with some short discourses on inter- 
esting and amusing subjects." 


The German population now so large in 


the county, and which threatens soon to 
outnumber the Scotch-Irish, came in at a 
much later date—probably about the close 
of the last century. 
As late'as the year 


1700, the inhabitants of all these town- 
ships were obliged to go to York post-offi- 
ce for their letters, 25 or 30 miles. In an 
old York newspaper of that date, there is 
an advertisement of letters remaining in 
the office ; and it is remarkable that near- 
ly all the names from the region now 
Adams county, are Scotch and Irish—the 
McPhersons, McLellans, and all the other 
Macs; the Campbells, Alisons, Wilsons, 


Morrisons, Worrells, &c., &c.—while a 


' German name seldom occurs. 
It will not 


, escape observation, too, that the names of 
the townships in Adams county are nearly 
all of Irish origin. 


The region around Gettysburg, includ- 


ing all of Cumberland and part of Strabane 
townships, was originally known as "the 
Manor of Maske," established by warrant 
from the Penns in 1740, previous to which 
time many settlement had been made. 
Some dispute arose concerning the title ; 
but a compromise was effected through the 
agency of Mr. McLellan in 1753, when the 
boundaries of the manor were marked, 
and a list of the names of the first settlers, 
with the date of their settlement, wns re- 
turned to the land office, to prove the in- 
cipiency of their title. 


Another seel ion of the county, around 


MiUerstown, is known as "the tracts," or 
the Carroll tracts, upper and lower. These 
were large tracts surveyed and held by the 
Carroll family under Lord Baltimore's 
title, before the soul hern boundary line of 
the stata had been definitively marked. 


The separation from York was agitated 


first about the year 1700; and in June of 
that year James Cunningham, Jonathan 
lloge, and James Johnston, were appoint- 
ed to fix upon a site for the county seat. 
They selected a tract of 125 acres belong- 
ing to Garret Vanosdol, in Strabane town- 
ship, between the two roads leading from 
Hunter's and (ieltys' towns to the brick 
house, including part of each road to 
Swift's run. In J7'H the subject was 
again agitated ; but it was not until 1800 
that the act passed the assembly, and the 
present site for a county s-rat was selected. 


A strong motive for the division was 


doubtless the antipathy and jealousy ex- 
isting between the Irish and the Germans 
of York county. They opoke diffeteut 
languages, }YM1 diffeient social habits, and 
were of opposite politics. The Germans 
were Democrats. The people of Adams 
county were federalists, strongly attached 
to the administration of John Adams, and 
they therefore conferred his name upon 
their new county. 
Party feeling was then 


at its height between the old federalists 
and democrats. 
During the McKean ad- 


ministration, a law \vas passed ordpiing 
the slate troops to wear the blue and red 
cockade ; but the fedeialibts, who held to 
the old black cockade, refused to mount 
the other. 
(juitu an excitement ensued ; 


the obstinate were coiirt-inartiallcd, and 
in some instances their horses and other 
property sti/ed to pay lines and co-Is of 
proFociition. 


Gettysburg, thf; county "eat, v,;vi laid 


out by Mr. James Getty-", thp propiietw, 
a tow years previous to the organi/.ation ut 
the county. It H a plain, but neat and 
well 
built town, titimtcd on elevated 


ground, at the intersection of several im- 
pouant turnpike roads, and is surrounded 
by a delightful and well cultivated coun- 
try. 
It contains the usual county build- 


ings—a bank-an academy—Presbyterian, 
•feeder, Methodist, anil German Luther- 
an churches— a 'I heological ^eminary, and 
the Pennsylvania College, both under the 
patronage of the Lutheran denomination. 
The society of the place is highly re.sp.'ct- 
able and

formerly 


noted for its extensive manufacture o'f 
coaches, but that busin.-os has declined 
with the change of the times. Gettysburg 
is 114 miles from Philadelphia, :Vi fmtn 
llanisDiirg, and ,">2 from iUltmmre.

Mr. William J. Shearer, who is well 


known, not only in this- Sute, but bey- 
ond it, as a persistent; advocate of re- 
forming the method of wading and pro- 
moting pupils m the puuhc schools, has 
written aud had published an article on 
the subject of a very suggestive charac- 
ter. 
He first placed himself in com- 


munication with the teachers in two 
hundred cities of the United States, and 
that neai ly all thought,!'L 1 teachers whom 
He addressed agreed that grading for an- 
uual pronution was a failure, aud ttiat 
there was need of some reform in the 
existing method. 
First be put his plan 


m operation in Carlisle, in this State 
and then in Xewcantlo, m the same State. 
Xow he is Superintendent of Public 
Schools in Elizabeth, X. J., and his ar- 
ticle is a summary uf lesiilts which have 
been accomplished bj the introduction 
of his method in ilx- schools ot that cay. 


The initial point to be noted, aud the 


one ou which he lays stress, is that he 
has abolished linal examination m pri- 
mary aud grammar schools. In defense 
of this he says that "the attempt to cure 
the evil of wrong-doing, without entire- 
ly cutting off the protuotiou examina- 
tion, is as senseless as trying to cure any 
other malady without striking at its 
root." It is Ihe teacher's estimate of 
the ability of the pupil to do advanced 
work that settles the question of pro- 
motion. Frequent tests are made, daily 
observations 
are recorded, and each 


mouth a report of the results in the case 
of eacii of the scholars in the class is pre- 
pared, aud can be inspected by the par- 
ents of the pupils, as also by the latter 
themselves. In all the essential studies 
the pupils arj graded into sub-classes, 
and so when a number of equally practi- 
cal ability are working together th-y 
naturally make greater progress than it 
they were all gathered logetherer indis- 
criminately, as uuder the old system. 
Whenever a pupil shows himself capable 
of doing better work than the rest in the 
group he is promoted, without having to 
*ail until the end of the scholastic yeai; 
and while there are general promotions 
<tt the end oi the year, pupils luve only 
to go as far as they can to secute them, 
aud when the new term begins they 
start where tliey left off. 


The advantagi-3 winch Mr. Shearei 


claims for this method are many. 
The 


painstaking aud bright pupils take much 
greater interest in their work. It also 
causes a saving of time in the school 
com He, and this of itself is something to 
lie considered, w:,en it is remembered at 
what an early age so many boys and girls 
,ire compelled to leave school. It i, 
*itlun the experience of hundreds of 
teachers, also, that the majority ol the 
pupils who fail uuder the present system 
of annual promotion never teluru. They 
are discouraged, and if they do returi 
they are exposed to ridicule, and any 
close observer of children will tell you 
that there is no one more sensitive to 
ridicule than the average boy or girl, aud 
that, unfortunately, too, there is no one 
who is a more severe critic and censor 
"f other boys and girls, Under such a 
system as Mr. Shearer has established a 
teacher becomes an educator iu the true 
sense of the term, and the mind of n pu- 
pil is not looked upon as a knowledge 
box,

j have been made sincH the last shooting 
' season. It will be unsafe for anyone to 
plan a shooting trip for almost any sort 
of game without first consulting the act 
signed by Governor Hastings on June i.

Under the new laws no more than ten 


pheasants, ruff grouse, two wild turkeys, 
ten woodcocks, fifteen quail must be 
killed by one person iu one day, and no 
more than two deer in one year. 


Market hunting, buying, selling and 


the shipment of gutne birds aud mam- 
mals are prohibited. The killing oi birds 
other than game birds is prohibited. 


Sunday gunning is prohibited. 
Decoys may be used in hunting duck 


or geese only. 


All game must be shot with a gun. 
Dogs must not be used lo hunt deer or 


elk, or to capture or kill them in the wa- 
ters, streams, ponds or lakes. 


The use of ferrets hunting game is pro- 


hibited. 


English and Mongolian pheasants are 


protected lor live years from June 4, 1897. 


Killing, wounding, trap net, snare 


catch with birdlime, poiion or drugs is 
prohibited. However, English sparrow, 
kingfisher, hawk, horned owl, barred 
owl, gieen heron and night heron are not 
protected. 


Fifteen days' time is allowed after ex- 


piration of season to dispose of game.—
